New York, July 26.—The experi­ 
ence of a war 
correspondent, 
who 
risks his life every second he is on 
iuty, is a feature of war wholly over­ 
looked or under-estimated by those 
who keep in touch with the happen* 
ngs in the theatre of conflict. 
The war correspondent is cajt to 
get the news, and he gets it-regard- 
!ess of consequences. 
But his path 
is not a rosy one. This fact is strik­ 
ingly shown in a recent letter from 
Henry G. Wales, one of the Interna­ 
tional News Service staff correspond* 
tnts, to the manager of the service. 
The letter follows: 
My Dear Chief: 
Just a few lines to tell you the 
situation here as it- exists, although 
it may be largely changed ere this 
reaches you. 
On May 27 or 28 the French after­ 
noon communique announced German 
attacks 
developing 
in 
Flanders 
against Ypres and between Soissons 
md Rheims; so, having my creden­ 
tials fixed for the American chateau 
in the British area, I went up there 
Immediately. 
Th?y never received the telegram 
I was coming, so I finally got there 
via motor trucks, freight trains and 
ambulances, and then found the Ger­ 
man thrust iii Flanders 
had 
been 
merely a feint and that the main 
blow was on the Aisne. 
I beat it back to Paris with two 
other correspondents 
to 
see if we 
could do anything from Paris with 
Die Soissons attack, and then wre re­ 
turned in a couple of days to the 
American chateau up at the British 
front, as I was expecting credentials 
to the British correspondents’ chateau 
to come through any time. 
I remained there a few days until 
the German drive toward Chateau- 
Thierry got more serious and Amer- 
ban troops were mentioned 
in the 
line there and also when we receiv­ 
ed information up there which I can­ 
not give you, but which warranted 
our presence on the scene of activity 
immediately. 
I got back to Paris late at night 
and beat it out as near Chateau- 
Thierry as I could get by train, mo­ 
tor truck, ambulance and motorcycle 
side-car next day. 
I arrived just 
after the Marines had made a terri­ 
fic attack, suffering heavy losses and 
gaining certain valuable ground. 
I 
;ot the story and returned to Paris 
via every known form of locomotion, 
'ncluding bicycle, except 
aeroplane 
md submarine. 
When I tried to file my story— 
vhh the line about 250 Boches cap­ 
tured—the 


aeroplanes and artillery, instead of 
making 
us 
borrow 
machines and 
guns from the French. 
I think the story will get through, 
as it has been submitted to general 
headquarters with the censor’s ”0 . 
K.” that it should go. 
Major Bozeugm Bulger, 
formerly 
of the New York eWorld, ia here in 
charge of the press section now, and 
Gerald Morgan is chief censor. 
You 
of course, heard of Floyd Gibbons, of 
the Chicago Tribune, getting his eye 
shot out. 
I wrote him telling him I 
wished he would get 
the^ Croix do 
Guerre, and Floyd rapped back: 
“I might not get the right to wear 
the Croix de Guerre, but I sure will 
have the right to wear a monocle,” 
which wasn’t so bad for old.Gib, at 
that. 
Ferguson and Ford 
were 
in an 
auto spill a couple of days ago, and 
Ford had his nose~and 
upper 
lip 
swelled up from kissing the wind­ 
shield rather forcibly. 
Ilia beezer 
is quite swollen, but he is absolute­ 
ly O. K. 
Fergie landed ofl his dome, 
so was unhurt, although knocked cold 
for five or ten minutes. 
It is no “bull” that the French are 
tickled pink to see our doughboys 
over here, and while I would never 
dare to write it for fear of being 
called a sob sister, it is absolutely 
true that they get out in the road 
anu cheer the * boys 
marching all 
along. 
Even the French poilus al­ 
ways salute all 
American 
officers, 
which they don’t do to British. Bel­ 
gian, Italian, or nny other officers. 
The publication o f a daily Ameri­ 
can communique has been 
a gfeat 
boost for us, everyone admits, par­ 
ticularly as it is couched so modest­ 
ly. 
You would laugh to see Ameri­ 
can doughboys who were • probably i 
clerks in a bank a year ago now 
hustling up their own 
food beside 
tha road; and the motor truck trains 
are cooking their own stuff and mak­ 
ing their little tents to sleep in at 
night, or sleeping under the cars, or 
in them. 
You can see them when they are 
billeted with the French, helping the 
French women peel 
potatoes 
and 
string beans 
and 
wash salad and 
fooling with the kids, and at night 
“geeking” off to 
the 
northward to 
see the gunflashes light up the sky 
and 
hear 
the 
anti-aircraft 
guns 
banging away.
